Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  1967*  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  public  health  of  Petersfield  has  remained  good.  Indeed  the 
only  unexpected  mortality  occurred  among  the  carp  in  the  lake  which  in 
the  spring  died  in  numbers  which  were  something  of  a  surprise  to  the 
local  fishermen.  The  weight  of  dead  fish  collected  amounted  to 
approximately  forty  hundredweight*  The  disease  was  identified  and 
represents  no  danger  to  humans,  and  we  are  advised  that  the  fish 
remaining  in  the  lake  are  larger  than  before,  and  not  more  difficult 
to  catch. 

I  record  with  thanks  the  help  received  from  my  colleagues  on  the 
staff  of  the  Council  and  in  particular  from  Mr.  Sedgwick,  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  other  members  of  the  Department  and  the  support 
and  assistance  given  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  from  local  doctors,  health  visitors,  nurses  and  others 
working  in  the  social  field,  and  to  the  many  voluntary  workers.

The  Urban  District  of  Petersfield  is  an  "island"  within  the  rural 
district  of  the  same  name,  and  comprises  the  small  attractive  country 
town  together  with  a  surrounding  area  of  agricultural  land.  Petersfield 
is  traversed  by  the  main  London  to  Portsmouth  road  and  railway,  and  both 
are  crossed  by  an  important  east/west  road  link,  the  A. 272  Midhurst  to 
Winchester  road.  The  town  has  several  small  manufacturing  firms,  the 
largest  being  the  I.T.S.  rubber  works.  It  is  also  an  important  centre 
of  retail  trade,  and  possesses  an  abattoir  which  supplies  a  wide  area.

STAFF  and  ORGANISATION. 


Tliere  were  no  changes  in  the  staff  or  organisation  of  the  department 
in  1967.  Instruction  in  meat  inspection  was  given  to  pupil  health 
inspectors  from  other  authorities  during  the  year,  as  well  as  to  the 
naval  trainees  attached  to  Petersfield  Rural  and  Urban  his trie  s. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HYUIENE. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Tilmore  G-ardens  extension  was  completed  and  brought  into  use 
during  the  year*  By  arrangement  with  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Co.,  an 
extension  up  Reservoir  Lane  was  made  to  connect  two  of  their  properties; 
the  water  company  contributed  to  the  cost  of  this. 

Planning  of  the  major  developments  at  the  sewage  works  and  the  new 
sewers  continued. 

Refuse  Disposal. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  tip  at  the  sewage  works  was  closed  and 
since  then  refuse  has  been  deposited  at  the  Buriton  tip  by  arrangement  with 
Petersfield  Rural  District  Council.  The  Civic  Amenities  Act  was  passed  in 
1967  to  come  into  force  in  1968;  it  requires  local  authorities  to  provide 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  domestic  and  garden  refuse  other  than  "trade" 
waste  but  including  old  cars.  Residents  in  the  Urban  District  wishing  to 
avail  themselves  of  these  facilities  are  requested  to  enquire  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  who  will  advise  them  what  to  do. 

Anyone  wanting  to  dispose  of  rubbish  at  the  Buriton  tip  requires 
written  permission,  obtainable  from  the  Engineer. 

Water  Supply. 

This  is  provided  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Co.,  and  was  satisfactory 
both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year. 

Swimming  Pool. 

The  warm  summer  made  this  a  popular  resort.  Some  19,300  persons  used 
the  pool  in  1967;  in  addition  numerous  school  parties  used  the  pool  on  a 
regular  basis.  Regular  bacteriological  tests  showed  that  the  purity  of  the 
water  was  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level. 

Housing. 

Work  began  on  the  new  Rival  Moor  estate  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
When  the  phased  development  here  is  finally  completed  some  233  houses  will 
have  been  built.

The  major  concern  is  the  inspection  of  meat  at  The  G-range  Slaughter¬ 
house.  Full  details  of  this  work  will  he  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chie 
Public  Health  Inspector. 


There  was  again  some  increase  in  the  volume  of  work,  hut  a  satisfactory 
standard  was  maintained.  Investigation  into  certain  conditions  f°™d  “ 
carcases  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Winchester  Public  Healt 
Laboratory  and  Dr.  Hughes  published  a  note  on  the  results  of  tuberculous 
conditions  in  pigs  and  from  material  supplied.  All  .strains  iso.ated  were 
found  to  be  of  the  avian  type. 


An  incident  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year;  this  is  dealt 
with  later  in  this  report.

Tuberculosis 

The  tuberculosis  register  has  been  revised  with  the  assistance  of  the 
County  Health  Department  and  from  local  chest  clinics.  This  disclosed  a 
number  of  discrepancies ,  some  due  to  incomplete  notification  but  probably 
most  are  due  to  patients  who  have  completed  treatment  moving  from  the 
district  and  not  notifying  the  chest  clinic.  Checking  with  the  current 
electoral  registers  has  shown  that  many  names  in  the  original  tuberculosis 
register  do  not  appear  in  these,  and  it  has  been  assumed  these  persons  are 
no  longer  resident  in  Petersfield.  Whilst  the  accuracy  of  the  revised 
register  cannot  be  guaranteed  it  is  considered  that  it  now  gives  a  more 
accurate  picture  of  the  local  position.

Pood  Poisoning 

The  case  notified  y/as  due  to  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection  in  a  young 
child.  The  infection  was  not  suspected  in  the  early  stages  of  the  illness, 
which  did  not  resemble  food  poisoning  in  its  symptoms,  and  no  other  case  y/as 
found  on  investigation  of  the  contacts,  although  there  y/as  a  history  of 
stomach  upset  in  visitors  to  the  home  some  v/eeks  previously.  If  this  was 
the  source  of  the  infection  it  was  no  longer  present  y/hen  specimens  from  the 
visitors  were  finally  examined. 

Shortly  before  Christmas  four  cases  of  acute  food  poisoning  occurred  in 
the  town.  These  were  found  to  be  due  to  contamination  of  individual  trifles 
y/ith  Staphylococcus  aureus,  this  organism  being  isolated  from  one  patient 
and  also  from  the  trifle  casing.  The  place  of  manufacture  was  in  another 
district,  and  the  incident  v/as  fully  investigated  by  the  local  health 
authority • 

It  transpired  that  as  a  result  of  the  Christmas  "rush"  there  was 
insufficient  suitable  storage  at  the  factory.  The  source  of  the  organism 
y/as  not  traced. 

The  1  966  report  dealt  v/ith  the  risk  of  Salmonella  infection.  During  1967 
salmonellae  were  isolated  on  four  occasions  from  the  drains  at  the  G-range 
Abattoir;  in  one  case  it  was  possible  to  identify  the  farm  (in  a  neighbouring 
district)  and  one  human  case  y/as  found  there.  As  far  as  is  known  there  were 
no  cases  of  human  infection  arising  from  meat  sent  out  from  the  abattoir.

During  1967  payment  for  immunisation  carried  out  by  general  practitioners 
became  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Council  instead  of  the  County 
Council,  and  since  then  the  record  retained  here  consists  of  a  flimsy  and 
often  illegible  copy  of  the  form  required  by  the  Executive  Council.  For 
the  present  child  welfare  clinics  continue  to  use  the  County  Council  cards 
to  record  this  information  but  the  whole  system  of  recording  immunisation 
is  likely  to  change  in  1968  when  it  is  expected  that  Petersfield  will  go 
over  to  computer  recording. 

The  recording  of  births  and  subsequent  immunisation  procedures  in 
certain  areas  of  the  county  was  transferred  to  the  county’ s  computer  in  1 967 . 
In  due  course  this  is  expected  to  save  staff  time,  but  perhaps  the  main 
advantage  is  that  the  computer  will  print  out  cards  giving  parents  an 
appointment  with  either  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  local  clinic  according 
to  their  preference.  West  Sussex  County  Council  pioneered  this  use  of  the 
computer,  and  now  claims  the  highest  proportion  of  children  fully  immunised 
in  England  &  Wales,  and  it  is  hoped  Hampshire  will  show  the  same  degree  of 
improvement.

In  distinction  to  the  previous  table  85%  of  children  born  in  1966  had  been 
immunised  against  poliomyelitis  by  the  end  of  1 967  -  an  improvement  over  the  1 966 
picture • 

In  both  cases  the  proportion  immunised  is  satisfactory  by  national  standards, 
but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  trend  will  be  halted. 

Smallpox  Immunisation 

Again  a  drop  in  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  is  recorded.  It  would  appear 
that  less  than  half  the  children  in  Petersfield  are  vaccinated  in  their  second  year. 
This  has  two  consequences;  it  can  be  assumed  that  in  their  teens  or  twenties  many  of 
these  babies  of  today  will  want  to  travel  abroad  and  may  have  to  be  vaccinated.  The 
incidence  of  complications  following  vaccinations  is  higher  in  adolescence.  And 
should  smallpox  occur  in  the  town  -  an  ever  present  possibility  in  the  days  of  air 
travel  -  there  are  sufficient  non-immunes  in  the  population  to  alio?;  it  to  spread.

Cholera  and  Yellow  i' ever 
immunisation  is  needed  only  for  travel  to  certain  tropical  countries,  an 
advice  should  be  sought  from  the  carrier. 

Immunisation  against  Typhoid  Fever  is  not  obligatory,  ^

Mrs.  Bulmer  and  Uentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area,  and  on  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  department  is  spent  in  meat 
inspection  duties  at  The  G-range  Abattoir.  Here  the  throughput  continues 
to  increase,  but,  as  a  result  of  improved  killing  techniques  the  speed  of 
slaughtering  has  increased,  but,  even  so,  in  order  to  maintain  100% 
inspection  and  not  to  hamper  the  efficiency  of  the  Petersfield  Wholesale 
Meat  Company  it  is  usual  to  ?/ork  outside  normal  office  hours. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  premises  coming  within  the  scope  of  The 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  have  been  made,  and  it  would 
appear  that,  with  the  odd  exception,  all  the  requirements  are  being  met. 

Sampling  of  the  water  in  the  open  air  swimming  baths  both  at  the 
Town  Hal},  and  at  Churcher’ s  College  took  place  regularly  during  the  season. 
In  addition  occasional  samples  of  the  public  crater  supply  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  number  and  nature  of  complaints  received  are  much  the  same  as 
those  for  previous  years  with  the  exception  of  those  relating  to  dampness. 
Investigations  have  shown  that  the  majority  of  these  are  caused  by 
condensation,  in  premises  where  inadequate  heating,  excessive  burning  of 
oil  heaters  and  the  absence  of  proper  ventilation  exists.  Although  advice 
is  always  given  as  to  the  causes  of  condensation,  and  how  it  can  be  cured 
or  mitigated,  the  advice  would  appear  to  be  seldom  put  to  practical  use. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council1 s . other 
departments  for  their  willing  help  at  all  times,  and,  in  particular,  to 
the  Council’s  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Carter.

Water  Supply 

The  "Water  Undertaker  for  the  area  is  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company, 
Farnham,  the  chief  source  of  supply  being  the  two  deep  boreholes  at 
Sheet,  augmented  by  spring  water  from  Oaks ho tt.  All  the  houses  in  the 
district  are  supplied  direct  from  the  Company' s  mains,  with  the  exception 
of  four  houses  supplied  from  wells* 

The  supply  which  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  is  adequate,  and  during 
the  year  1  6  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Wey  Valley  Y/ater  Company  subject  their  water  to 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  I 
am  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Analyst's  reports.  All  these  reports 
indicated  that  the  water  Y/as  of  a  suitable  quality  for  human  consumption*

There  are  two  swimming  "baths  in  the  urban  Area,  namely  the  Petersfield 
Swimming  Bath  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  school  bath  at  Churcher’s 
College.  The  Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  during 
the  season  both  for  residual  chlorine  and  pH  value,  and  in  addition  from 
both  baths  samples  of  water  are  taken  weekly  for  bacteriological  examination

The  explanation  for  the  difference  in  results  is  that  whereas  the  Y/ater 
in  the  Petersfield  Sv/imming  Bath  is  both  filtered  and  chlorinated,  the  water 
at  Churcher’s  is  subject  to  chlorination  only,  the  absence  of  filtration 
leading  to  less  than  satisfactory  results.  It  is  understood  that  a  scheme 
for  the  installation  of  an  efficient  filtration  plant  at  this  bath  is  nov/ 
being  prepared. 


Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  existing  Sevirage  Works  are  seriously  overloaded  and  the  Council  have 
in  the  course  of  preparation  a  scheme  for  the  enlargement  and  modernisation 
thereof  and  also  for  the  extension  of  sev/ers  into  those  parts  of  the  area 
that  are  not  nov/  so  served. 

There  are  some  44  pail  closets  in  the  area.  These  are  emptied  twice 
weekly  by  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Ltd.,  of  Botley, 
Southampton  by  contract. 

In  addition  there  are  ~JQ  cesspits  serving  some  102  houses  which  are 
also  emptied  by  the  same  firm,  and  each  householder  is  entitled  to  two 
emptyings  per  year  free. 

Public  Cleansing. 

All  the  roads  in  the  district  are  kept  clean  by  the  Council. 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  once  per  week,  and  a  separate  collection 
is  made  of  trade  refuse,  both  these  services  being  the  responsibility  of 
the  Surveyor’ s  Department. 
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Refuse  Tips. 

The  Council  ceased  to  tip  refuse  on  the  land  adjoining  the  sewerage 
works  at  Durford  Road,  and  that  site  has  now  been  cleaned  up  and  levelled. 

The  Petersfield  Rural  District  Council  have  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  this  Council  whereby  urban  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Rural  Council's 
tip  at  Buriton. 

Shops. 


Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  1950  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council.  All  shops,  however,  are  regularly  inspected,  mainly  when 
these  premises  are  visited  in  connection  with  other  regulations » 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963. 

This  Act,  which  became  operative  during  1964  makes  provision  for  the 
safety,  health  and  welfare  of  shop  and  office  workers,  and  the  following 
information  has  been  recorded.

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  any  proceeding  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  1967  the  total  number  of  premises  registered  in  the  Urban 
area  was  155*  involving  nearly  1000  employed  persons.  By  the  end  of  the  year, 
all  the  registered  premises  had  received  at  least  one  general  inspection, 
involving  a  total  number  of  830  visits. 

All  the  registered  premises  (with  a  very  few  minor  exceptions  which 
were  still  being  followed  up)  have  been  brought  up  to  the  required  standards. 
Employers  generally  have  been  most  co-operative,  readily  complying  with 
informal  requests  to  provide  additional  facilities.  Only  one  complaint  has 
been  received  from  an  employee,  and  this  was  resolved  satisfactorily 
immediately  the  owner  was  approached. 

Some  employers  objected  to  the  provision  of  handrails  to  stairs,  and 
to  guard  rails  around  stair  wells,  complaining  of  the  obstruction  that 
could  be  caused  when  carrying  or  moving  large  crates  or  similar  loads. 

The  requirement  to  provide  thermometers  has  brought  to  light  a  considerable 
degree  of  inaccuracy  in  the  instruments.  In  one  case  twoothermometers 
displayed  side  by  side  for  sale  showed  a  difference  of  1 0  E  in  their 
readings •

ADULTERATIONS . 

The  law  relating  to  the  composition  of  food  and  drugs  as  administered  by 
the  County  Council.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  places  restrictions  on  the 
addition  of  other  substances  to  any  food  constituents.  Probably  the  most 
important  section  in  Part  1  of  the  Act  is  section  2,  which  relates  to  the  sale 
of  food  and  drugs  which  are  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality  demanded 
by  the  purchaser.  Most  of  the  prosecutions  which  arise  are  in  respect  of 
offences  under  this  section.

during  the  year. 

im  Number  taken  under  Food  &  Drugs  Act. 

During  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  st  December,  1967,  35  samples  were 
procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  l955>  within  the  area  of  the 
Petersfield  Urban  District  Council. 

2*  Milk  Samples 

Ten  sauries  of  milk,  including  two  of  "Channel  Islands"  were  taken. 

All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

3*  Miscellaneous  Samples 

Twenty-five  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  one 
being  the  subject  of  a  consumer  complaint.  Of  these,  twenty  submitted  for 
analysis  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  two  received  adverse  reports. 

The  adverse  reports  were  in  respect  of:- 

(1 )  A  sample  of  molasses  which  contained  a  piece  of  a  hard  substance. 
The  complainant  thought  the  substance  tasted  of  paraffin  but 
analysis  showed  it  to  consist  of  vegetable  wax,  probably  from  sugar 
cane. 

(2)  A  sample  of  apricot  jam  which  was  found  to  be  slightly  deficient 
of  soluble  solids. 

The  above  mentioned  matters  did  not  appear  to  require  legal  proceedings 
and  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  producers  concerned.  Proceedings 
were,  however,  taken  during  the  period  under  review  in  respect  of  mouldy 
meat  pasty,  which  was  the  subject  of  a  consumer  complaint  made  at  the  end 
of  the  previous  year.  A  fine  of  £20,  together  with  costs  of  £22  Is.  0d., 
was  imposed  on  the  company  concerned. 

4*  G-eneral 

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
usual  attention  ?/as  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act.  There  were  no  serious  complaints  concerning  these  matters. 

5*  Pesticide  Residues 

The  scheme  for  the  sampling  of  food  stuffs  for  pesticide  residues, 

7/hich  came  into  operation  on  the  1  st  August  1966,  has  continued  throughout 
the  period  under  review.  To  date,  no  evidence  of  contamination  has  been 
found.  Detailed  results  of  these  samples  will  be  given  after  the  scheme 
has  been  completed. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION . 


The  Petersfield  Wholesale  Meat  Company  Ltd  continue  to  expand  their 
business  which  is  carried  out  from  The  G-range  Abattoir,  Petersfield,  where 
facilities  are  also  available  for  local  butchers  to  have  their  own  animals 
killed,  and  also  for  emergency  slaughter. 

Meat  from  this  abattoir  is  distributed  over  a  wide  area  of  East  Hampshire, 
Sussex,  and  Surrey,  and  even  the  Channel  Isalnds  are  supplied. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  is  maintained, 
this  entailing  evening  and  Saturday  visits  of  inspections*  no  slaughtering 
was  carried  out  on  Sundays. 

The  number  of  animals  passing  through  the  abattoir  still  increases* 
the  cattle  units  dealt  with  amounting  to  19,500  being  equivalent  to  an 
increase  of 


Cvsticercus  Bo vis. 

28  cases  of  this  disease  were  discovered  in  1 966,  the  majority  being 
single  cysts. 

Cysticercus  bovis,  of  which  cattle  are  the  intermediate  host  is  the 
cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm,  and  can  be  transmitted  to  human  beings 
when  raw  or  undercooked  beef  containing  a  live  cyst  is  eaten.  No  . 
generalised  infestation  was  discovered  at  Petersfield.  Where  localised 
infestation  with  live  cysts  was  discovered,  the  carcases  were  subjected 
to  a  period  of  refrigeration  treatment  which  had  the  effect  of  killing  the 

cysts •
